In the late 
primary campaign, this particular 
abuse was carried farther then ftver 
before, and there is a widespread 
demand for its correction. 


However, to say that something 


should be done about it is one 
thing, and deciding what to do is 
another. There are many difficul- 
ties in the way of a solution, and 
some of the remedies that are be- 
ing suggested might prove worse 
than the disease. 
Some Favor Old System. 


A return to the old system of 
nominating candidates in conven- 
tions is advocated by some leaders 
of both political parties. Others 
would adopt a half-and-half sys- 
tem of holding conventions first, 
naming two candidates for each 
place on the party ticket, and let- 
ting the voters choose 
between 


these two in a primary to be held 
later. 
The 
objection to both 
these 


schemes is that either would tend 
to bring back the old time evils 
of machine control by small groups 
of politicians in alliance with spe- 
cial interests. The provisional nomi- 
nees, it is pointed out, would be 
selected through trades engineered 
in the conventions, and ther^would 
be no chance for any candidate 
who did not stand in with the 
dominating

Deputy Sheriffs Carl Taylor and Ira 
Flannagih he would plead guilty to 
manslaughter "to get this thing over 
with." Chief Deputy Yeager refused 
to accept a manslaughter plea be- 
cause it carries a penalty of only 1 
to 10 years in prison. Hansen then 
offered to plead guilty to second de- 
gree murder which carries 10 years 
to life. 


Yeager had drafted the charge 
and was ready to go before Dis- 
trict Judge James Fitzgerald to ac- 
cept Hansen's plea when the latter 
suddenly changed his mind. 


To Fight Case- 


"I'll fight the case out before a 


jury," he told Yeager. after an at- 
torney sent by his sister, Dagmar 
Hansen. had conferred with him 


Despite his offer to plead guilty, 


Hansen told Yeager he 
was not 
guilty. He repeated his claim of 
nnocence in talking with a reporter 
Saturday. 


"I wanted to plead guilty," Han- 
sen said, "because it looked like the 
circumstantial evidence would con- 
net me. I wanted to get the whole 
:hmg over with. 


"I didn't have any money to hire 
a lawyer and no one had come to 
.he jail to see me. Just before I was 
o plead guilty my sister came to see 
me and she said seh could get a law- 
•er for me- 


Prosecutor Surprised. 


Surprised by his offer to plead 


guilty, Chief Deputy Yeager 
and 


other investigators quickly adopted 
the theory Hansen 
might be at- 


tempting to shield someone else in- 
volved in the murder.

son was involve in the murder had 
been uncovered. 


It was learned Investigators are 
seeking to identify a torn photo- 
graph of a man found hi the 
Stephens yard, near the house, the 
day after the murder.

NEW YORK, Aug. 16—(I. N. S.) 


—Once more the indicator of busi- 
ness activity has failed to register 
any turn to the upside during the 
past week. In fact it is pointed 
out that seldom, at one time, have 
so many influences combined to 
repress activities as in the present 
instance. 


Although buyers seem to be adopt- 


ing an extremely cautious attitude 
at the moment, the proximity of 
autumn and the consequent natural 
pickup in requirements, is expected 
to accelerate activity, if only tem- 
porarily. 


The stock market climaxed a week 


of generally falling prices by a sen- 
sational flareup late Friday after- 
noon, 
which brought sharp ad- 


vances in such seasoned issues as 
American Can, United States Steel, 
General Electric and Westinghouse 
Manufacturing. Undoubtedly most 
of this demand was credited to short 
covering, yet the ability 
of 
the 


market to force its way through a 
mass of unfavorable business devel- 
opments 
speaks 
highly 
of 
the 


soundness of the structure 
as a 


whole. Copper shares were the one 
weak feature of the week, with an- 
nouncement of a reduction in the 
price of the metal to 10% cents. 


Loans Show Drop. 


Brokers' loans had declined to, 


the lowest total in some three years, 
with the further reduction in bor- 
rowings for the past week of $59,- 
000.000. Total loans now stand at 
$3,155,000.000 as against the 1929 
peak of $6.804,000,000. 


In the commodity markets, corn 


and wheat have been decidedly firm. 
The government report on the corn 
crorj indicating a yield of about 600.- 
000,000 bushels less as of August 1, 
as compared with the previous re- 
port on July 1. 


Weakness in cotton has become 


more pronounced over the past few 
days with cotton futures breaking 
to lowest levels since the big crop 
year of 1926-27. The extent of the 
recent decline is best evidenced in 
the* prices quoted for October new. 
At its low of 11.73 cents, it was 173 
points or something more than $8 50 
a bale under the high pnce of Aug. 
7. shortly before publication of the 
government crop report. 


Drouth Influences Steel. 


Steel output has continued to 


move contrary to the usual seasonal 
trend and a further contraction in 
the rate of operations has taken 
place 
The average for the industry 


has fallen to 52 per cent from the 
previous week's average at 54 per 
cent 
The primary reason for the 


decrease, as cited in trade circles 
has been the recent severe drouth 
over much of the country and con- 
sequent damage to crops. Not un- 
naturally the conclusion was drawn 
that such conditions woula be harm- 
ful to steel consumption. The com- 
posite quotation for finished steel 
compiled by the Iron Age touched 
a npw low level for this year, while 
a similar trend has occurred m pig 
iron 
In both instances, prevailing 


levels are the lowest reported for a 
number of years. 


Further exports of gold were re-

will be limited to advance of credit 
through the usual farm loan chan- 
nels, advance to allocation dates for 
funds due states for road

Local Credit Expected. 


So far as possible local communi- 


ties will be expected to provide the 
credit to farmeis in their vicinities 
County committees will be estab- 
lished to operate under state com- 
mittees to be set up by the gover- 
nors.

credit of any kind. These

Some relief will be 
available to this and other classes 
of farmers through acceleration of 
state road building projects which 
would provide outside income to lab- 
orers temporarily unable to subsist 
from their farm incomes. 


May Hike Corn Tariff. 


Officials today began at the re- 


quest of Senator McNary republican 
Oregon, investigation of Argentine 
corn prices in the United States. 
McNary asked for a tariff increase, 
alleging Argentine corn was under- 
selling the Amercian product thirty 
cents per 100 pounds in Portland 
and Seattle.

Goes Into Spin.

P.)—While a score or more specta- 
tators looked on, Harry Abbott, well 
known California pilot, plunged to 
Ms death today \\hen the navy pur- 
suit plane he was attempting to land 
fell into a flat spin and crashed to 
the field from a height of 400 feet.

is regarded as unusually fortunate. 
The Union company operates ships 
to Rarotongo each way once only 
very four months and except for 
tramp steamers, few vessels are ever 
near the scene of the catastrophe. 


The Tahiti in marine circles is 


regarded as an "old" ship. She was 
built in 1904 m Glasgow, Scotland 
and was formerly known as the 
Port Kingston. 
She is 7,898 tons 
gross and 457 feet long, with a 
capacity for 300 passengers.

Divorced Men Form Alimony Club, 
Protection Against 'Modern Women' 


CHICAGO. Aug. 16—(I. N. S.)— 


What America needs is a return to 
the domestic standards of the cot- 
ton-stocking era in the opinion of 
three Chicago men who have filed 
articles of incorporation for the 
Alimony Club of America. 
The purpose of the organization 
is "to bring about constant associa- 
tion •with, each other of men who 
have had domestic troubles" in or- 
der that they may find ways and 
means to gain equal rights for men 
in the divorce courts. 
The three incorporators, each of 


whom has either been cited for con- 
tempt or committed to jail for fail- 
ure to pay 
alimony are Oswald 
Mackie, John Murray and Philip 
Collins. 


Purposes Of Club. 


Further purposes to which the 


club members dedicate themselves, 
as set forth in the articles, are the 
following: 
"To protect men and society In 
general against these called 'mod- 
ern women' who consider marriage 
as a mere step incident to a suit 
for divorce that she and her kith 
and kin may collect alimony. 
"To procure the enactment of 


laws providing that alimony may 
be gaid to a wife only if she oe 
ill or unable to support herself, and 
that such alimony be paid only for 
the deration of her illness or dis- 
ability. 
"To promote the surest means 


to discourage divorce—that is, to 
advocate a return by the women of 
the country to the virtues of the 
lome and to thoughts of home liv- 
ng and home-making, and to such 
conduct and appearance as 


bring a return of those virtues to 
our women. 


Discourage Public Indecency. 


"To discourage the present trend 
toward public indecency such as is 
prevalent today among women who 
practice habits and dress such as 
have always been those of women 
of disreputable character. To pro- 
cure legislation making lewd and 
lascivious conduct and indecency of 
dress a ground upon which a man 
may divorce a woman. 
"To promote an organization for 


the rights of men against the wom- 
an with modern ideas, so that the 
'gold digger' may no longer be able 
to dig and that a man may hayo 
some assurance 
of a chance to 
marry a 'girl just like the girl that 
married dear old dad.' 
"To prceure generally for all men 


the meager rights they have under 
the laws governing domestic diffi- 
culties."

Drouth Fails To 


Hike Prices of 


Fresh Produce 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 1&—(I. N 


S )—A survey made by the bureau 
of agricultural economics disclosed 
today that retail prices of fresh rjro- 
aiice have not been seriously affect- 
ed by the drouth m the prmcipa 
larger city 
markets, because tHe 
shortage in locally grown produce 
has been met in shipments from 
distant produce sections. 


The survey showed that 
loca 


homegrown supplies are scarce now 
at Cincinnati, but heavy truck le- 
ceipts from distances of 50 to 300 
miles, have brought the total quan- 
tity for sale up to respectable pro- 
portions. Some products are avail- 
able at practically the same pnces 
as last year, particularly tomatoes 
and potatoes, while string beans are 
higher and lettuce is lower. 


Prices changed little during the 
last two weeks m Pittsburgh. 
Dry 
weather has reduced supplies at 
Philadelphia of local truck crops 
and both wholesale and retail prices 
have advanced. 


Pnces of fresh fruits and vege- 
tables in New York City do not 
show 
any 
considerable 
p r i c e 


changes in the past few weeks, ex- 
cept en a few local products that 
are becoming scarce as the season 
advances. As local supplies dis- 
appear in New York state, western 
produce taking their part are con- 
sequently higher.

Just as in Houston, therefore, New

cratic delegates, thus giving them a 
veto power over the convention. 


Manner of Choosing- Delegates. 
Unlike their 
republican oppo- 
nents, the democrats choose con- 
vention delegates by awarding each 
state two delegates for every sena- 
tor and representative in congress, 
regardless of his party affiliations 
So the 1928 presidential contest and 
the congressional elections this year 
will have no effect at all on the 
strength of democratic delegations 
at the next conclave. 
This will be in sharp contrast? to 


the next republican convention, in

WASHINGTON, Aug. 16 — (I. N. 


S.)—Assuring reports were received 
by the department of' agriculture 
today from Its local representatives 
at eighteen leading livestock mar- 
kets that the drouth is not forcing 
marketing of livestock. On the con- 
trary, ^ it was said many stockmen 
are holding back stock that might 
now go to market if prices were 
more favorable. 


In the sections that have been 


hit the hardest by the drouth, it is 
probable that some stock may Vo to 
market that otherwise would be re- 
tained on the farm if feed and pas- 
turage were more plentiful. 
These 


sections, however, have 
only a 


small proportion of the country's 
livestock supplies, 


Cattle Receipts Lower. 


Receipts of cattle at all public 


markets in July were 13 per cent 
smaller than in July a year ago 
and 17 per cent below the five-year 
average. Receipts of calves were 
about the same as in July last. 


Market receipts of hogs in July 


were about 12 per cent less than 
in July a year ago, and for the 
first seven months of the year fed- 
erally inspected slaughter of hogs 
was 7.5 per cent smaller than in 
the same period of last year. Sheep 
and lamb marketing thus far this 
year have been much larger than 
average, owing to the fact that in 
recent years sheep production has 
expanded greatly. 


As evidence that livestock is not 


being rushed to market because of 
drouth—except in a few localities 
the department pointed out that 
receipts of steers at Jersey City 
from Virginia thus far this year 
have been about 25 per cent smaller 
than last year.

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Young Stribling Looms as Next King of Heavy Battlers 


Qeorgia Boxer In Line 
Inherit Crown Once 
Worn By J. Dempsey 


BY ROBERT EDGREN. 


For years the world has been waiting for "another 


Dempsey." The last we saw of the real dynamiting Dempsey 
was in the fight with Firpo in 1923. After that there was 
one round that approximated the old Dempsey—the seventh 
of the Sharkey fight three years ago when he knocked the 
galloping gob loose from his championship hopes with a left 
hook squarely in the pit of the stomach, followed by another 
left hook on the chops as the falling Sharkey turned his head 
toward the referee. 


Just a Flash; Nothing: More. 


There was just a flash of the old 


Dempsey at Chicago, two months 
later and also in the seventh round, 
when Dempsey put all he had left 
in an effort for a knockout and 
crushed Gene Tunney to the floor 
for the famous long count. 
But,\t the best, that was a flash 


of the old Dempsey, with no hope 
that it would eVer be repeated in 
the ring. Then there was no more 
Dempsey—nothing more but a tra- 
dition of the smashing, crashing 
champion who sank them all, one 
after 
another, 
with 
the 
same 


desperate grasping for a one-round 
victory in every fight. 


After Dempsey faded, champions 


and contenders became a cautious 
lot. picking safe opponents, boxing 
with great care, quite content to 
get through with any kind of a win. 


Striblinjc Doin; It Now. 


And now here we have Young 
Striblins popping them off in the 
old Dempsey style, and apparently 
full of a determination to win the 
big title and prove to the world 
that he can fight. 
Stribling has the punch. In the 


past year he had developed a 
knockout left hook, very much like 
Dempsey's. He always had a good 
solid right. If you want ,a really 
expert opinion of a fighter you can 
get it from the men who have 
fought him. 


All the other light-heavies, when 


Stribling was a light heavyweight, 
had a lot of respect for Strib's 
•punching ability. When he became 
a heavyweight his opponents, of any 
class, were very careful indeed to 
keep out of the way of his right 
hand. 


At Miami, a year and a half ago, 


Sharkey held and wrestled with 
Stribling, and boxed with extreme 
caution after the Georgian had 
shaken him to his shoe laces with 
one wandering right hand punch. 


Able Beat Sharkey. 


At that time Stribling was still 
under the spell of the circus man- 
agement, and was taking more care 
to protect his own chin than to pop 
over K. O. punches. Otherwise, he 
certainly would have beaten Shar- 
key. He has shfown what he can 
do in recent fights. 


Stribling, fighting about every 


two weeks through the past two or 
three years, has had plenty of ring 
experience, while the other big fel- 


lows have been loafing and waiting 
for "big shots." He has done more 
fighting- than any other heavy- 
weight on record, although most of 
his victims have been among the 
second-raters. 
He has scored over 


100 knockouts. And he won't be 
26 until next December. 


Georgian Has Everything-. 


As Stribling was a very clever 


boxer when he 
began his pVofes- 


sional career nine years ago, he 
hasn't taken many hard punches. 
There has been nothing to soften 
him. He has developed gradually, 
with plenty of ring work, and toSay 
he has everything. He can box, 
can take care of himself 
against 


any fighter if he wants to stand 
back on his defense, and he knows 
everything there is to know about 
hitting. 


Six feet tall, weighing 187 pounds 


in perfect fighting condition, and 
trained like a circus acrobat, he's 
no easy'mark for anybody. And 
this past few months Stribling has 
changed his fighting style, has 
abandoned the safety first prin- 
ciples of his early days, and has 
beun to fight. 


Dempsey's Audacity. 


He has the 
audacity of a real 


fighter—of 
a 
Dempsey. 
Perhaps 


Stribling got that in the air. He 
is a daring aviator and at this time 
is a reserve lieutenant in the U. S. 
air service. When they gave Tun- 
ney a commission as marine reserve 
officer, Tunney changed his style 
of fighting and seemed to take on 
new 
confidence. 
It may have 


worked the same way with Strib- 
ling. 


When 


fighting 
the giant 
Camera was 


in 
England, 
Stribling 


hopped over to get ahead of the 
rest of the boys and fought Camera 
twice He lost on a foul and then 
won on a foul—two fights. At pres- 
ent he leads Camera, having taken 
the last decision. The fouls, by the 
way, were not of the cowardly low- 
hitting varfiety. It was a matter 
of too much excitement and fight- 
ing after the bell. He knocked the 
giant flat on his back twice — 
something no other fighter has ac- 
complished. 


Knocked Out Von Porat. 


But Stribling's real fighting rush 


started when he .knocked out Von 
Porat—a dangerous big fellow with

Five World Records^ 


Based upon time—the one defi- 


nite medium by which race horse^ 
can be measured—Man O'War could 
have given Gallant Fox a 100-yard 
start at anything up to a mile and 
150 beyond that—and then whipped 
him without drawing a long breath.

Stagg Denounces 


Proselyting Evil 
By DIXON STEWART- 


CHICAGO, Aug. 16—(UP)—Em- 


barking on the sixty-ninth year of a. 
life which has been devoted almost 
entirely to amateur athletics, Amos 
Alonzo Stagg. Chicago university's 
"grand old man of the midway," re- 
gards the future of intercollegiate 
sport optimistically and recommends 
"sanity" as a cure for existing sport 
"evils." 


In an interview with the United 
Press on his sixty-eighth birthday 
today, Stagg said he believed inter- 
collegiate athletics have reached a 
new high stand of skill, importance 
and amateur purity. 
"I see no reason to worry over 
charges of commercialism and over- 
emphasis of college sport," said 
Stagg- "Naturally, I would like to 
see further improvements and will 
work to help correct existing evils, 
but I am convinced 
that 
college 
athletics are now in the height of 
history. 


Proselyting Chief Evil. 


"Sanity or good common sense is 
the big need. When the men 'in 
charge of sport at our schools, the 
athletes themselves and the public 
at large adopt a sane attitude there 
will be no 'evils.' 


"Proselyting is the chief evil of 
amateur sport. It is a matter of 


i special pride with me that the 1929 
| Carnegie 
foundation 
investigation 


(found that Chicago was one of the 
' few institutions innocent of that 
practice. 


"When an instiution cheats, it 
sets a vicious example to its stu- 


j dents. Cheating, through proselyt- 
ing, is the direct result of an unsane 
attitude toward sport, with the de- 
sire for victory overcoming common 
sense. 


"It really should make little dif- 


ference whether a game is won or 
lost- 
After all. it's only a game. 


The principal object is to provide 
exercise and pleasure for the parti- 
cipants. When coaches, spectators 
and athletes bsgin to regard victory 
as a life-and-death matter, the game 
ceases to be a pleasure for the play- 
ers and is no longer a sport."

Carelesi Steering Due To Poor 


Eyesight 


Inaccurate steering is due to poor 


judgment of distance. This condi- 
tion may be attributable to a lack 
of driving experience or to defective 
vision. Such difficulties should be 
taken up with a competent physi- 
cian or optometrist. 


Cause of Engine Stalling. 


Dirty gasoline will cause an en- 
gine to stall, often at very danger- 
ous points such as busy highway in- 
tersections and railroad crossings. 
Dirty gas comes from the accumu- 
lated rust and lint of tanks of cars 
or various gas stations. The only 
•way this can be overcome Is to clean 
out the tank, filter and carburetor 
and replenish with clean, fresh 
gas. 


Guard Against Motor Thieves. 
The car that is not completely 
locked, when left unattended, is an 
•xtremely insecure piece of prop- 
erty for its owner and a mighty 
handy means of conveyance for 
thieves. The improved locking de- 
vices found on modem cars afford 
very real protection against 
theft. 
but are useless if the key remains 
In the lock or the glass windows are 
permitted to remain partly open. A 
car is not secure if one door is locked 
and one or more of the others are 
unlatched. Leaving a car unlocked 
tchen one goes into a store or office 
"for just a minute" and stajs an 
hour and a half. Is another fool 
trick that- has been the occasion for 
stalen car reports to the police. 


Burning Headlamps in Daytime. 
It is not necessary to turri head- 
lights of the car on in the daytime 
In the early days batteries and gen- 
erators were not in their present 
state of high development. Bat- 
teries were undersized and would 
charge fully with a few hours' driv- 
ing. In order to avoid injuring bat- 
teries it was often suggested Jo turn 
on the lights during long drives in 
summer as a means~of reducing the 
charging rat*.

Efficiency of Engine Depends On 


Spark rings. 


The current of electricity will 


flow at too low a pressure to gener- 
ate a spark if the air gap of the 
spark plug is too small, and if the 
gap is too wide the current cannot 
burst through at all. The points of 
plugs must hav ethe proper opening 
and from one sixty-fourth to one- 
fiftieth of an inch (a visiting card 
will make a fair gauge) is right for 
most cars. The care of spark plugs, 
therefore, resolves into the keeping 
of the point opening just right and 
a periodic cleaning to remove car- 
bon or oiL It will prove a decided 
economy to buy onl ythe best spark 
plugs. A cheap plug may look just 
as good, but the porcelain may not 
be able to stand the great heat it 
is subjected to. The porcelain will 
soon break and so let the current 
flow through the break before 
it 


jumps the points of air gap. When 
this happens the spark plug is said 
to be short-circuited. A good spark 
plug may give 30.000 miles cf ser- 
vice: a poor one may not yield 100 
miles.

Government Hunts For 


"Hidden Ore Fields" 


DENVER. Aug. 16—(I. N. S.)— 


With a field force of thirty men the 
United States geological survey is 
continuing its search for Colorado's 
"hidden ore fields" and determining 
their approximate depth and giving 
details on structural formation.

group. The James Baker 'imoulse 
criminals' form a large part of our 
prisoners today and until intelli- 
gent study is made of their prob- 
lems and some effort is made to 
classify them there will always be 
prison uprisings and mutinies."

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formally to Colonel Tanner by Dr. 
G. A. Young, commander of the 
local post. He explained the honor- 
ary colonelcy was bestowed on Dia- 
mond Dick for his gallantry in the 
west, for his loyalty in advertising 
the state of Nebraska and for the 
many services he has rendered to 
the American Legion. 
From Diamond Dick to Colonel 
Tanner. It might be the title of of 
one of those early fictional tales 
Wrapped about his own career, 
The Norfolk post 
re-discovered 
Diamond Dick. 
Twenty-five years ago, Diamond 


Dick disappeared—from the news 
columns, fie was in Lincoln, at- 
tending medical college, graduating 
after four years in 1909. From Lin- 
coln, he went to Norfolk to practice, 
where he has remained, and is still 
a practicing physician. 


For twenty-two years before he 
became a medical student, he had 
been shooting pennies off the head 
or from between the fingers of his 
assistants. He was also noted for 
the stunt of picking three glass balls 
out of the air, as they were thrown 
up simultaneously, while he dashed 
by on the back of a galloping horse. 
But Diamond Dick didn't have 
the "spot" on the vaudeville stages 
any more. One of the noted figures 
was rmssins: from the grand parade 
in the circuses and wild west shows. 
Mourned by Worsffippers. 


The public thought he had gone 
on his last ride, waving his broad- 
brimmed hat in a final gesture as 
he took his last bow. Men who had 
been his little boy worshippers spoke 
of him in the past. The little boys 
mourned the daring, gallant nder of 
the stories. 


Diamond Dick hadn't taken his 
last call. He'd only gone to Norfolk 
as Dr. Richard A. Tanner. For eigh- 
teen years, he cared for infant colics 
and adult pains .following the life 
of a small town physician, much of 


< *hose practice is in the country, 
night rides, long distances, hot, 
dusty roads, inadequate instruments, 
homes instead of hospitals, confessor 
as well as healer, and, in the end, 
welcoming after hard years the lit- 
tle reliefs of modernity. 


Not even Norfolk knew the noted 
past of its physician. 
Then the American Legion found 


him. 


Three years ago the local post put 
on its annual presentation of "Cac- 
tus Center," a three-day celebration. 
That 1927 affair brought Dr. Tan- 
ner out of retirement . 
Since that day. he has taken a 


deep interest in the post. A man 
with much of his life behind him 
when these young men went into 
war. he nevertheless has felt a cer- 
tain kinship for them, and the 
greatest shot of them all forty years 
or more ago enjoys exchanging ex- 
periences with these men who didn't 
know so much about shooting as It 
is done in professional circles, but 
who had to shoulder their guns any 
way.

Charlie Ross, Mrs. Gunness seems 
to have vanished into thin 
ah-. 


Though a world wide search 
for 
her was instituted at the tune her 
alleged brutal murders were dis- 
covered, no trace of her was ever 
discovered. 
In the year immediately preced- 


ing 1908, Mrs. Gunness inserted ad- 
vertisements into newspapers an- 
nouncing that she was lookig for a 
husband. 


'According to 
investigators, 
alii 
sorts of swains—young, old, tall and 


short, answered these ads. which struck on the head with a meat 
were attractively worded, and told 
of the large farms the 
woman 


owned at La Porte, In, 
The advertisement read: 
"PERSONAL — Comely widow, 


who owns large farm in one of the 
finest districts in La Porte county, 
Ind, desires to make the acquaint- 
anceship of gentleman, equally well 
provided, with view of joining for- 
tunes. No replies by letter answered 
unless sender is willing to follow 
answer with personal suit." 
The police say that Mrs. Gunness 


married no less than fifteen of the 
more prosperous men who replied 
to her printed plea for a mate. 
After living with each for a short 
time, they believe that after gain- 
ing control of 
poisoned them. 


their savings she 


In 1883, Mrs. Gunness had mar- 
ried Max Sorenson in Chicago. He 
died seven 
years 
later. 
Eight 


thousand dollars in insurance had 
been written for him in his wife's 
favor. 


His relatives muttered that he had 


been poisoned, it is said, but were 
finally induced to drop the matter. 
Her second matrimonial 
ve'hture 


was undertaken with Peter. Gun- 
ness.. Two years lated he died and 


cleaver. 
It was after Mr. Gunness's sud- 


den death that Belle began adver- 
tising for another mate. 
This ghastly method of building 


up a fortune was discovered when

Baptism of Blood. Germany's Sport 


Secretly, But With All the Glamour of Tradition, the Sabre Duel Still 


Flourishes In University Towns. - 


SECOND RESTS SABRE, ON THOSE or CONTESTANT* 


BERLIN, Aug. 16— The dueling 
spirit still survives in republican 
Germany. 


The sabre duel — that barbaric 


relic of feudalism •when the armed 
knight ruled all Europe — is today 
still an essential feature of under- 
graduate life in the famous univer- 
sity towns throughout Germany. 


For years the state has vainly 


strived to stamp out this fierce and 
dangerous rite. But. hallowed 
by 
tradition snd 
bred in the very 


bones of young German aristocrats, 
bloody duels with sabres are fought 
daily. 


These stupid and mutilating com- 


bats are not always the result of 
enmity or even differences of opin- 
ion. Sometimes good friends engage 
in the sword clashes as an acid 
test of manhood. The gruelling trial 
of blood is considered in itself suf- 
ficient to take up murderous weap- 
ons against one another. 


However, when a point d"honneur 
or a long-standing grievance exists. 
it is welcomed as an added stimu- 
lus to battle. Facial mutilations are 
considered a distinctive mark of 
the tried gentleman. 


The freshman undergraduate is 
giien his first opportunity to en- 
gage In a. sabre duel early ir« hu: 
career. If this initiation into the 
etiquette of the field of honor does 
not win him face gashes, considered 
by the 
Teutonic 
students 
as 
"badges of honor." he will be ac- 
corded other chances to be baptized 
in blood later on. 


If he finds himself with his own 


honor or that of one of his class- 
mates op his hands, the youth con- 
siders his career marked by a luckv 
star. 


The entire procedure of the duel 
is cloaked in utmost secrecy. 


The challenge is issued, 


and the seconds. referee and at- 
tending surceons dcsicnatcd under 
the supervision of the chieftains of 
the .student corps, an equivalent to 
the American college fraternities. 
The oomba'ants and their at- 
tendants assemble for the fray be- 
hind closed doors and drawn shade*. 
for there arc severe p-nalUcs for 
the crime of duclinc. At opposite 
sides of the rubber mat in the 
center of the floor, the youths seat 
themselves to be stripped to the 
waist and wrapped in the padded 


* protectors. Wjre meshes are provJd- 
ed to jiroteci the fyc*. 


At a signal from the referee the 


duel bonus. Seconds are altrt to 
protect their man's technical rights 
and to assist him -ahcn Injured. 
Also on hand is the experienced 
sorgcco, ready to spange aad disin- 


fect each wound as the sabres pene- 
trate cheeks and foreheads. 


The duel lasts a full quarter-of- 
an-hour. Then, slashed and dazed 
from excitement and loss of blood, 
the combatants have their wounds 
cared for and 
the 
bandages of 


glory applied. 


Unless there are grave injuries, 


the duelists will be back 
among 


their admiring classmates within a 
' few hours for cpngratulations, hand 
clasps and slap's on the back. 


Though 
scarred 
for 
life—the 


young aristocrat considers himself 
the possessor of the mark of valor. 
No one ever again can point to him 
as a timid soul who dreaded the 
lusty sabre of an opposing swords- 
man.

Traced to Glands Man No Longer Needs 


(By International Illustrated News) 
Is the Impulse to kill secreted In 


some gland hidden in the bodies of 
civilized men? 


Arthur Hocrl. crlminalogist 
and 


writer of mystery stories, believes 
from long observation and experi- 
ence that all men have such a gland 
but that it has become dormant in 
most 
case> 
as 
civilization 
has 


progressed. 


He clt"s James Baker. 23-year- 


old self-confessed murderer of ten 
min. as the perfect example of the 
primitive 
type of murderer 
for 


whom science has as yet found no 
name, the fiend who kills for no 
reason other than a desire to watch 
the 
death 
agony of his victim. 


Bakeris now serving a life term in 
Sing Sing prison. 


"Scientific reformers are urging 


segregation of criminal types as a 
first means of eliminating 
the 


prison break menace," Mr. Hoerl as- 
serts. "With criminal types clearly 
defined this would be a simple and 
effective method for erasing trouble. 


"However, too many inmates do 


not fall easily into a 
classified 


group. The James Baker 'imoulse 
criminals' form a large part of our 
prisoners today and until intelli- 
gent study is made of their prob- 
lems and some effort is made to 
classify them there will always be 
prison uprisings and mutinies." 
In story and in real life there 


must always be a motive for crimes, 
Mr. Hoerl states. That is an axiom 
by which civilization measures its 
criminals. Yet such crimes as James 
Baker committed are brought about 
through no such simple motive as 
money, vengeance, or love. 


What mysterious impulse lies be- 
hind the tragic urge to kill' 


"The old bromide that truth is 
stranger than fiction tells the story 
again." Mr. Hoerl declares 
"In 


the literature of crime there was 
only one author with imagination 
of sufficient vividness to create a 
character analagous to James Bak- 
er. He was an outstanding genius; 
his story In which the Baker-like 
character appears is a classic. 


"Th,e author is Edgar Allen Poe. 
This tale is 'Murders m the Rue 
Morgue.' The character is an ape1" 


That Janes Baker might easily 


have been the assassin in "Murders 
in the Rue Morgue" is Mr. Hoeri's, 
contention. The writer feels the 
secret of Baker and his type lies in 
this same animal instinct, due to 
the presence in the human body of 
disordered glands or oreans. 
"Science has proven that there 


are in the human body today cer- 
tain organs and glands which, are 
not used," Mr. Hoerl reminds us. 
"With the development of civiliza- 
tion thev have outlived their use- 
fulness, have ceased to function.

ELPING to direct con- 
struction work on the 


largest oil refinery in the 
v.-orld. Editing and publish- 
ing a weekly newspaper in an 
imported city on a little Carib- 
bean island. Teaching na- 
tive islanders how to dance to 
American jazz. 


These are a few of the ex- 


periences of which Reginald 
C. Miller, Lincoln youth, is 
able to tell on his return to 
his home here after two years 
on the island of Aruba in the 
Dutch West Indies. 
He 


reached home during the past 
week. He is the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. D. R. C. Miller. 


Leaving school temporarily often 


means permanently. To Reginald 
Miller, however, it meant two years 
of widened experience in a host of 
activities on the 
little tropical 
island, preparatory to his return to 
the University of Nebraska this 
fall. He plans to start a study of 
law with the opening of school in 
September. 


Had Water Problem. 


"Lincoln isn't the only place that 


has a water problem, young Miller 
tells The island on which he has 
been located since the spring of 
1928 has a limited water supply and 
that is salty The natives drink it 
but it gives white people the fever 
unless they are used to it. 
"When we drank water, we gen- 


erally drank New York water," 
Miller says All the water used for 
the oil refinery's power house, for 
drinking water and for domestic 
purposes among the company's em- 
ployes, was hauled more than 2,000 
miles by tankers on the ocean. 


Unlike most tropical regions, the 


island of Aruba is not heavily veg- 
etated For one thing, the soil is 
unsuitable. It Is built up" of coral 
growths and volcanic deposits. Cac- 
tus is the chief growth although a 
fruit plantation is maintained on 
one side of the island. There, 
oranges, bananas, limes, mangoes, 
and cocoanuts are raised. Date 
palms are found on the island but 
they raise no dates, probably be- 
cause the island is dry 
Never Gets Muddy. 
It is not always dry. While Lin- 


coln is having its annual enows, 
Aruba is going through its rainy 
season. Starting late In September, 
this period, according to Miller, 
lasts until around the first of the 
new year. 
The rain Isn't any nuisance, how- 
, ever It never gets muddy. 
The peculiar soil formation ex- 
plains 
this 
phenomenon, Miller 


says 
The only Inconvenience to 
the rain is from above, he added. 
Once it hits the ground, those on 
the island could forget about it. 
While it is generally dry, the cli- 
"mate is remarkably even, he said. 
The temperature in the sun some- 
tunes gets up to 130 degrees but 
trade winds temper it so that it is 
not unbearable. Tropical laziness 
isn't a thing unknown. "The mam- 
ana spirit gets them all," he re- 
markedPublished Newspaper. 


Outside of the tune he was work- 
ing for the company, young Miller 
put out a weekly newspaper, after 
which" the town which has grown 
up around the company headquar- 
ters was named, and organized and 
played in an orchestra. From that 
one might think, he didn't have 
much to do. A glance at the list 
of duties placed upon him give a 
different slant. 
, 


He was originally employed as a 
prnate secretary to nis uncle, 
W. R C. Miller, who is superin- 
tendent of maintenance and con- 
struction at the refinery. Reginald 
says he didn't have any title 
though. Besides the secretaryship, 
he served as office manager of the 
maintenance and construction work 
and was in charge of the ice, J 
water and sanitary departments. 


When he arrived at Aruba in 
May 1928, construction of the re- 
finery had been going on only a 
month The only things there were 
a crude oil transfer station, five 
bungalows and an office. 
Saw Plant Built. 


He saw the plant built from, that 


meager beginning until with con- 
struction work completed last June 
it became the largest refinery in 
the world. Plant figures have not 
been released by the company for 
•which he works but Miller said the 
company owned one whole end of 
the island 
Some idea of the development 
may be gained from the increase 
in the 
number of automobiles. 
When Miller reached the islamfc, 
there were only three automobiles 
there. There are more than 600 
now. 
From the start of five bun- 


galows, there are now nearly 200 
bungalows and five bachelor quar- 
ters There is also a great dining 
hall capable ol seating 1 000 It is 
not for common labor, which con- 
sists of native and imported cheap 
help from nearby islands and coun- 
tries. In the dining hail, all skilled 
help, mechanics, and members of 
the company's managerial force eat. 


Built Plant City. 
People from thirty-two states in 
the union and from sixteen foreign 
countries arc employed in the re- 
finin? plant. The company not 
only ~built the plant proper 
but 
housinc quarters lor its employes, 
streets'and roads. It eien operates 
its own bus service, and has its own 
club house. 
The city is known as Pan-Aruba. 
The name is a combination of the 
name of the island and the 
first 
part of the company operating the 
refinery. The name was adapted 
from the paper Reginald Miller 
s arted shortly after reaching the 
island. 
The paper, a weekly, put out by; 


mimeograph contained en an aver- 
age ten pace,<; in each issue. It had

acquaintance. Automobiles and the 
truck were among the first new 
words added. 


More important in effecting the 


language transition ;than the mere 
presence of the Americans, however, 
is the fact that the company will 
not employ anyone who cannot 
speak English. As a result, all of 
the younger natives are learning the 
English tongue. 


When the refinery was first start- 


ed, the natives did not want to 
work. As a result much labor was 
imported. They are now anxious to 
work, and get employment whenever 


they lived in little adobe huts. Now, 
the better native!, are building stone 
and concrete houses for themselves. 


Before the refinery came in. the 


island income was largely the ic.sult 
of the sale of bitter aloes. The isl- 
and produced three-fourths of the 
world's supply. It is refined some- 
thing like maple sugar and is used 
to make pills and dyes. 


The oil refined by the American 
plant comes from Venezuela. The re- 
finery was placed on the Dutch isl- 
and instead of in Venezuela because 
of the uncertain governmental situ- 
ation in 
the 
Central American 
country. 


Revolution Rumored T 


The company had one scare, even 


on the island A revolution had been 
rumored once 
after 
some labor 


trouble. The chief objective of the 
revolution apparently was to burn 
the refining plant. But the revolu- 
tion didn't materialize, the Dutch 
government sending in the colonial 
troops, later deporting the striking 
labor group. 


Besides his regular duties and Uie 


weekly newspaper he published, Mil- 
ler also organized an orchestra on 
the little island. The orchestra, five 
pieces, played for company dances, 
Dutch go\ernment dances, and for 
dances at a small English refinery 
at the opposite end of the island 
from the American plant. 


Taught Natives To Dane*. 


Miller and his aids first had to 
ieach the natives how to dance. 
After they had learned, the Ameri- 
cans found they had to 
modify 


iheir rhythm to suit the natives. 
Spanish-type music was especially 
favored by the islanders. Between 
;he native dances and the company 
dances, the American boys played 
often as much as lour or five times 
a week Miller, himself, plays 
a 


violin. The orchestra also had a 
;axophone player who doubled on a 
clarinet, a banjo player, 
drums, 
and piano.

Former Nebraskan Devotes Skill to 


Healing Ills of Natives of Arabia 


INCOLN had an interest- 
ing visitor last week end 


in I?r. Paul W. Harrison, who 
was at the home of his sister, 
Mrs. P. C. Swift, 2210 Sewell 
street. Dr. Harrison, who is 
head of the hospital in Mutt- 
reh, Arabia, and is now on 
furlough, is a University .of 
Nebraska graduate in 1905. 
•Following his medical college 
work at Johns Hopkins and a 
year and a half of internship 
in Boston, Dr. Harrison went 
to Arabia in 19107 returning 
only for two sabbatical leaves. 


Dr. Harrison has served a 


number of centers since he 
has been in Arabia, under the 


auspices of the 
Eeformed 


Church of America. One of 
the more interesting places 
was Bahrein, where pearl div- 
ing is the chief occupation of 
the small population. For the 
past three or four years he 
has been in Muttreh at the 
hospital, which was con- 
structed but a short time be- 
fore he was placed in charge. 


The visitor has found the Mos- 
lems welcome his medical care, find- 
ing such infinite relief in his min- 
istrations. As a bringer of a new 
religion, he is less eagerly wel- 
comed, for they cling to their old 
gods. Each day's clime is opened 
with 
a scripture reading, 
and 
patients attending are urged to be 
present for this service. 


Work Doubles. 


That they welcome his knowledge 
is shown by the fact that the vol- 


ume of work in the hospital was last 
year about double that of the pre- 
vious year. Four thousand three 
hundred new patients were received 
and 12,000 treatments were given. 
One hundred ninety-fiva major 
operations, fifty-seven minor opera- 
tions, and 375 eye operations were 
performed. 


The evangelistic note is also in- 
troduced in the Sunday afternoon 
services, which means, in prepara- 
tion, a translation of the Scripture 
passage into Omanee colloquial. Dr 
Harrison has found the hymns ef- 
fective aids in his mission work, as 
the gospel in poetical form seems 
to have much added appeal. Women 
coming to these services are seated 
in a screened corner. 


Dr. Harrison has native nurses to 
assist him in his work. In the 
majority of cases, men attendants 
care for the men and women at- 
tend the women patients, as Mos- 
,em women are largely segregated. 
SVhen trained nurses are secured 
Tom India, they are generally con- 
verts, freed somewhat from the

>ondage of custom, and are pre- 
pared to nurse in any ward. 
Women Restricted, 


When Dr. Harrison treats Mos- 


lem women from the city, it must 
be done through the • veil. They 
draw aside a part of the veil/ to 
show the side of the face or the 
neck or put a hand out from be- 
hind its folds. At one time, treat- 
ing a woman for a foot infection, 
she was seated within a darkened 
tent, with only her foot extending 
into the light. If a major opera- 
tion is required, the natient seeks 
a woman surgeon in practically all 
cases, although Dr. Harrison does 
know of a case or two where a man 
performed the operation The desert 
Arabs, the Bedouins, restrict their 
women less than do those of the 
colonies, possibly because they have 
inherited the love of freedom from 
thir nomadic life. 
Dr. Harrison, whose whole heart 
is in his work,, with the desert peo- 
ple and whose compensations come 
through those he helps, feels that 
the church has brought much good 
to these people. He is planning ad- 
ditional economic and social projects 
wen he feels the people are ready to 
receive them. 


In Great Demand. 
During the last year, Dr. Harrison 
and an aide made a tvo months' 
trio along the coast through the 
district known as Bottina. Accord- 
ing to the physician, nearly -as 
much medical work ,was done on 
;hat tour as in the rest of the year. 


People came in hundreds in Muse- 
nas, and they found it possible to 
do only the most necessary opera- 
tive work. Merchants cleaned out 
empty warehouses so that the doctor 
might have a place to work, and 
erected shelter for the patients 
needing operations. 


One of the needs he has found is 


outlying dispensaries, and the roads 
are adequate for the beginnings of 
this work, according to Dr. Harri- 
son. 
The community is showing a 


faint interest in progress, and the 
road between Muscat and Mut- 
tifh—two centers located near to- 
gether—is finished, and Muttreh 
has a half dozen automobiles. The 
doctor states that bus service has 
been put in opeiation along the 
coast, 
and motors, with much 


bumping and bobbing, can reach 
Oheleba, 150 miles from Muscat. 
Due ol the hospital assistants is on 
the road at this vlme, working as 
an itinerant vaccinaior, but in this 
country of villages Di Hanson has 
found a great need for many loc^I 
dispensaries.

A Whale of a Job. 


Employed in the Omaha National 


bank where he juggles figures and 
checks and rechecks the bank re- 
cords for errors day in and day out, 
one would hardly expect him to find 
much fun in tabulating and adding 
thousands of figures that flash into 
the Associated Press from every cor- 
ner of Nebraska on election night. 
Actually it is a whale of a job that 
ofte< requires constant attention 
over a period of from twenty-four 
to thirty-six hours with 
scant 
chance of snatching a wink of sleep 


until the winners have been deter- 
mined. 


Despite the heavy strain on physi- 


cal stamina and patience, every pri- 
mary and general election during 
the last twelve years has found 
Harry Eidson making the most ot 
his biennial opportunity, organizing 
his force, seeing that there is no 
waste motion as the little white, 
blue, and pink slips bearing the vote 
from certain precincts in Lancaster, 
Adams, or Scotts Bluff county move 
rapidly around the group of tabula- 
tors. 


Thirteen years ago^he took a. job 
tabulating election returns for the 
Associated Press just as a means of 
picking up a few extra dollars. Forty 
men were used for the work at that 
time. Last Tuesday night 
eleven 


men beside Eidson handled all the 
work, and before midnight they bad 
recorded enough of the returns to 
provide an accurate indication of 
the trend of the election. 


Improves the Service. 


Eidson is responsible for this im- 


provement in the service that this 
year gave the public the awaited 
news with more speed and accuracy 
than was even dreamed of a dozen 
years ago. An expert in handling 
figures and organizing workers for 
speedy and accurate work, Eidson 
saw the weakness of the old system. 


"They just hired men in those 
days, and lots of them," he ex- 
plained. 
"The result was a great 


waste of time in checking for errors. 
This work requires above all else a 
man who is an expert and one who 
can add speedily and accurately. 
This is one job in which adding 
machines just don't fit, surprising 
as that may seem. The manner in 
which totals and tabulations are 
carried along results in a waste of 
time if the men must turn to ma- 
chines each time there is a call lor 
totals. 
"Experts in mental addition are 
hard to find these days. Few clerks 
ever use mental addition. They turn 


to the adding machine for 
the 


smallest table," he said. 


Reorganizes Tabulating Force. 
When Eidson saw the weakness 


of the old system and was given 
permission to handle the tabulating 
organization himself, he chose a 
group of men whom he knew had 
had years of experience with such 
work. H. M Moore, head of the 
transit department of the Omaha 
National bank, Otto Beck, head of 
the collections department, and 
George Gussing head of the draft 
department, all received their early 
experience in handling figures be- 
fore the adding machine era. They 
form the backbone of Eidson's or- 
ganization. Other men who are 
added to the force according to the 
needs are picked for their accuracy 
and speed. 
"Besides just liking figures, we 


all get a kick out of the work," Eid- 
son said. "There is something about 
being in on the ground floor on a 
big election night that makes jou 
forget the strain and long hours. It's 
the same thrill that kept all those 
folks crowded around our table un-

PIRATES AHOY! 
By CHARLES B. DRISCOLL 


PIRATE HANGING DAY IN BOSTON. 


For 
New England pirates 
in 


colonial times, the last thirty days 
were the hardest. Usually, about 
that period of time elapsed between 
then- capture <and the execution of 
the sentence of death. Sometimes 
the dreary period was longer, but it 
always grew worse as it approached 
the day set for execution, and ths 
last thirty days were apt to be days 
of wrath. 
Those were the thirty 


days that tned men's souls, if the 
men were convicted pirates. 


The ordinary, law-abiding New 
Englander listened to more and 
duller sermons in the course of a 
month than a modern American 
would hear in a decade, even if the 
modern were actually seeking bore- 
dom. 
But pirates were outlaws par 
excellence. 
They were gay and 


gaudy while their little day lasted, 
but once they were caught they fell 
upon evil days indeed. They were 
treated as enemies of all mankind, 
and worse still, they were looked 
upon as sinners. They were never 
permitted to forget for a minute 
that they were guilty of grievous 
sins. They were regarded as guilty 
as soon as accused, and much spirit- 
ual advice was offered them; nay, 
forced upon them. But they had 
their trials, and were found guilty, 
and then came the winter of their 
discontent. 
After conviction and 


sentence, life for the pirate was just 
one sermon after another. 
Good old Cotton Mather was one 


of the most zealous of the ministers 
who strove to save ths souls of the 
pirates. A regular Sunday congrega- 
tion was good material to preach to. 
but, after all. there was a limit to 
the number of words and hours that 
a congregation of reasonably free 
souls might be exptected 10 absorb 
in the form of sermons. Pirates, on 
the other hand, were outlaws, sin- 
ners, condemned men, and, most 
convenient of all, they were hand- 
cuffed and Shackled! They were 
brought to church every Sabbath in 
charge 
of soldiers, between their 
sentencing and their execution, and 
they were compelled to stand while 
Cotton Mather or some equally zeal- 
ous minister told them in no un- 
certain terms about hell fire, and 
devil, and the tortures reserved for 
the thoroughly damned. 


Many of the sermons preached to 
pirates were carefully written out, 
and after delivery were printed as 
;racts and sold to the general public. 
Pirates had in those days just as 
much romantic interest for the pub- 
lic as they have today. When pirates 
were captured, the world wanted to 
hear all about their actions, their 
trials, their last words. And pious 
persons perused the sermons that 
were preached to them with great 
gusto. I have bought several of these 
sermons in old book shops, and find 
them not too exciting for rainy day 
reading.

when th« brigantine Charles, armed 
and outfitted for privateering against 
the French, was at anchor off Mar- 
blehead. Mass. The Captain of the 
Charles was ready to go to sea, 
and all might have been well had h$ 
not eaten too many over-ripe pears. 
The pears, brought aboard as a bon 
voyage gift by one of the Captain's 
admirers in Marblehead. made she 
Captain very ill. He thought he was 
going to die. and. in a way, that was 
sot an unreasonable 
premomtion. 
In fact* he was going to die.

When the big day arrived, Boston 
made holiday.

Forty musketeers acted 
as a guard as the six criminals were 
marched out of the jail and down 
to the water's edge, where they took 
boats around the waterfront to the 
Wharf. A muffled drum played a 
dead march, and a deputy in scarlet

emblem of the Admiralty court's 
authority, before the condemned six, 
as they marched to the waterside. 
The official party made up a regular 
regatta of small boats, in one of 
which the Silver Oar was borne 
aloft.

A NOTABLE ANNIVERSARY. 


Beginning In June, and continuing through Oc- 


tober, the^New England states are celebrating the 
tercentenary 
of their 
founding. Writing in The 


Commonwealth, Charles Willis Thompson points out 
the observance introduces, a new note in American 
history. Commemorating the landing of the Puri- 
tans, it is neither sectarian nor even religious but 
political and social. 


It is the first serious attempt of any isolated sec- 


tion of the United States to impress itself upon the 
consciousness of the American people. 


New England has fared badly in recent years. That 


which was supposed to promote Its prosperity—the 
high protective tariff principle—has served it poor- 
ly. Because of the rigor of its climate, entailing 
higher living costs, mills and 
factories have been 


moving from the river valleys of Massachusetts, and 
Connecticut into the Southland where unlimited water 
power, cheap coal, and the most favorable climate 
can be had. From the ruins of what had been a 
great industrial empire in the New England states, 
has arisen a rapidly-growing and prosperous indus- 
trial giant hi the Piedmont region of the Old South. 
With it, and in connection with the development of 
the Middle West, has gone the financial supremacy 
of New England. Much of its dominant position in 
the national political field has been lost. 


Of course the states comprising New England have 


felt their losses keenly. 
Five years ago they set 


about to retrieve their fortunes, and the three hun- 
dreth anniversary of the landing of the Puritan 
Fathers is one of the projects which grew out of it. 
They feel that as a result of the agitation over the 
farm problem New England has suffered in good will 
and national sympathies; that she has been repre- 
sented as beneficiary of an extortionate tariff when 
in fact her mills and factories have gone elsewhere; 
that she has been pictured as selfish and greedy. She 
is taking this opportunity to remind the nation of the 
glorious past which New England filled in American 
history.

The historical sequence In events in the founding 


of America should not be overlooked. The Pilgrims 
landed in 1620; the Puritans came t*-n years later in 
1630. The Pilgrims were religious refugees, and when 
they set forth it was not with the fixed idea of

From both a scenic and historic view, New England 


has much to off|r the American people. Its soil sup- 
ports the cradle of human liberty in the western 
world. Its battlefields are sacred; the homes of those 
who had a part in the struggle for freedom hallowed. 
Even those little given to contemplation of the bless- 
ings of free government experience that choked up 
feeling, that surge of emotion, which is inspired by 
contact with the scenes in which mighty 
events 


transpired. After the lapse of three centuries, in the 
golden sunshine of late summer and early fall, it 
calls for an exacting imagination to call up the pic- 
ture of what was there three hundred years ago. A 
bleak coastline, we are told fringed with dense forests 
stretching back Into the interior, hi which lurked 
watchful savages, called for superhuman qualities of 
courage and faith. Yet out of th" persecution and 
suffering of unnumbered men and women, the piti- 
fully, small few found strength to launch a new prin- 
ciple of political philosophy, which has more pro- 
foundly affected the world than any. 


Many lands still cling to their various -religious 


views but the movement toward democratic ideals and 
human liberty goes forward unchecked even in the 
most arbitrary and autocratic monarchies. 
That is 


the real significance of the anniversary which New 
England is celebrating this year.

In the first rush of feeling upon hearing that a 


wayward son had come to the end o fthe trail, Old 
Matt undoubtedly felt he was speaking the truth when 
he disclaimed sorrow. Love is only around the corner 
from anger and hate. No doubt in all the years that 
his boy worried and harassed the father and the ' 
mother, there were times no doubt when Matt felt he 
could kill his son. But he couldn't and he wouldn't 
have killed the boy no matter what the latter might 
do. Parental love is like that. 


Mike Rusick, the slain gangster, furnishes a perfect 


picture of the manner hi which the desperate gangs 
of the large cities are recruited. Before he left Kan- 
sas City he had earned the reputation of being the 
worst boy ever tried in juvenile court. He was not a 
killer but he would not work. He insisted there was 
easy money for those who possessed the wits to get 
it. To every entreaty of his parents that he give up 
idleness and bad associates, he turned a stony face. 
Still a young manjie died a violent death. 


If young Mike could have known what happened, 


hi his own home when word was received that he had 
been killed, it is doubtful if the lure of easy money 
would have been so strong. A mother, stretched on 
the floor, unconscious, while neighbors poured water 
in her face! A great, gaunt giant of a father, giving 
vent to his grief between fearful oaths! If every 
youngster tempted to take the easy road might have 
seen what the reporter saw, there would be fewer 
gangsters in America. 


THE PROFITEER AGAIN. 


The profiteer, it is apparent, is not content to con-

They furthermore say that wholesalers have 
not boosted prices and that the grower is setting no 
more than he was before drouth talk became so 
prevalent The blame, therefore, is placed directly 
•upon the retailer, provided, of course, the statements 
made by wholesalers and commission mm are true, 
ind they have not been thus fur disputed. 


It -rffl probably not be denied that the law of 


supply and demand should apply to vcccUWcs and 
fruits as •well ss to everything else. If 1 he-re is a 
dearth of such things the grower Is entitled io bene- 
fit tlwreby. just as much as are the producers of 
grain or other crops. But it seems that In this in- 
stance thtre Is no shortage, and the exorbitant prices 


extorted by the retailers constitute pure 


6uch pracWce In a time like this is Just about as 


grave an offense as anyone can be guilty of. There

Busting Suspender 


Buttons 


(Minneapolis Journal.) 


The wheat member of the Farm 


Board, Samuel R. McKelvie, com- 
plains that men in the grain trade 
are "not busting any suspender but- 
tons" to bull the wheat market. 


Mr. McKelvie may be surprised to 
learn that the grain trade, properly 
speaking, has no power either 
to 


bull or to boar the market. The 
grain trade buys the farmer's wheat 
for cash and promptly hedges each 
purchase by selling a similar quan- 
tity for future delivery. When the 
world supply and demand situation 
convinces speculatively inclined cit- 
izens that wheat is likely to go up, 
there is bris kbldding for these fu- 
tures. They go up in price, and they 
carry the current cash price along 
with them to new levels. The grain 
trade naturally can afford to pay for 
the farmer's wheat a price no higher 
than the price of the nearest future 
less carrying charge. 


So Mr. McKelvie's present urltici- 


c*n is not really of the grain trade 
which dc«s not speculate, but of 
speculatively inclined citizens who 
are not now bidding for wheat fu- 
tures as briskly as he—and all the 
rest of us—would like to see them 
bid. 


And this Is the same McKelvie 


who. a few short months ago, was 
justing some of his own suspender 
buttons to an effort to drive specu- 
ation out of the grain market! This 
s the same McKelvie who came out 
;o the northwest late last winter and 
told the farmer that his worst ene- 
my was the speculator, that with 
speculation eliminted prices owuld 
go up. This is the same McKelvie 
who warned speculators they would 
get their fingers burned, if they did 
not keep them out of wheat. 
And now he complains, this same 


VTcKelvie, because those frightened 
togers are out of wheat. Earlier this 
'ear he insisted on disrupting all 
he senstitive relationships between 
cash wheat and futures, 
between 


Vlay wheat and July wheat, and be- 
ween country wheat and terminal 
wheat. He insisted on erecting need- 
ess obstacles to the normal specu- 
ative shift, in the futures market, 
rom old crop wheat into new crop 
wheat. He threw monqey wrenches 
into the delicate machinery that 
lad been half a century in the 
building.

Alligators Mar Soon Vanish.. 


(Florida Times Union.") 
CTorida alligator hides are very 
valuable, and bring a good price 
when sold -to tanners to the north. 
These hides are used for various 
purposes, but mainly for the man- 
ufacture of bags, suit cases, pocket- 
books, card cases .and shoes. 


At one time there were millions of 
alligators to the state, and almost 
every lake, creek and river swarmed 
with them. But since there is a 
good sale for the hides hunters have 
been killing them by the thousands 
and now allisjators promise to soon 
become extinct 
The principal methods hunters use 
to killing alligators is with a bull's- 
eye lantern. They ride about a lake 
at night, shine 
the 'gator's eyes 
with the lantern and plus him in 
the eye or behind the jaw. If the 
shot is fatal he rolls over, and the 
hunters draij him into the boat to 


short skirts out of the mind's eye.

Lightning Never "Zigzags." 


(Talman, to Why the Weather.) 
At a meeting of the British Asso- 


ciation for the 
Advancement of 


Science in 1856 the Scottish en- 
gineer, James Nasmyth, son of a 
landscape painter, stated that "to 
no instance among the many thun-- 
derstorms whose progress he had 
most attentively watched had he 
ever observed such forms of light- 
ning as that usually represented to 
works of art; to all such the artists 
invariably adopt a conventional 
form, namely, that of a zigzag com- 
bination of straight lines." , 


Nasmyth believed the error of the 
artists originated in the form given 
to the thunderbolt to the hand of 
Zeus as sculptured by the ancient 
Greeks. 


Some decades after these remarks 


were'uttered the photography of 
lightning began to be common, and 
th photograps all showed that he 
was right in believing that light- 
ning is never truly zigzag. Its path 
generally includes many sinuous 
curves, and it often branches, but a 
sharp angle Is very rarelv seen to 
a photograph, and it is then doubt- 
less an effect of perspective. 


Use Portraits on Checks.

To prevent fraud In forging and 
cashing-checks, an ingenious meth- 
od of Identification has been con- 
ceived by a depositor of an English 
bank. 


When the signature is applied to 
the check, the signer pastes an ad- 
hesive stamp bearing his portrait 
alongside of his name.

The an- 
nouncement supersedes the recent

would remain on the air for or.e 
more vear at a reported raise in 
salary to 8125,000. 
Create Sam 'n' Henry. 


Correll and Gosden made then- 
radio debut in Chicago in 1925 as 
singers. They created Sam 'n' Henry, 
blackface characters, on WGN Jan- 
tiary 12 19236. Amos 'n' Andy first 
went on the air March 19, 1928, 
•when the two joined WMAQ, which 
station owns the right to their skits 
and acts as key 
station. 
From 


WMAQ they built up a large audi- 
ence in the middle-west, which in- 
creased to nation-wide proportions 
eighteen months later when they 
signed with the NBC for $100,000 per 
year. 
Last November in an effort to 


please eastern listeners who com- 
plained that hearing their favorites 
at 11 p. m. kept their children up 
too late, the time of broadcast was 
changed to earlier in the evening. 
"Within a week thousands of western 
listeners complained of the time 
change and consequently the pair 
began a two-a-night schedule. This 
permits eastern listeners to 
hear 
them at 7 p. m., eastern daylight 
time and -western listeners to get 
their entertainment at 9:30 o'clock 
central standard time.

The welfare of children is certain- 


ly the paramount consideration in 
divorce. 


On few 
matters is there such 


diversity of law and custom a& on 
divorce. The Catholic church is op- 
posed to divorce entirely. The soviet 
republic allows divorce on the ap- 
E 


lication 
of 
either 
party. 
The 


candinavian countries permit di- 


vorce by mutual consent. England 
admits "only one ground. Within 
the United States, divorce laws dif- 
fer widely. The law of New York 
state is the same as thr«* of Eng- 
land, South Carolina ha? no di- 
vorce; Nevada is nearly as liberal 
as Scandinavia. 
This diversity of laws in the 


various states is the subject of 
much discussion. Likewise argu- 
ments are advanced both for easier 
divorce and more rigid laws govern- 
ing divorce. 
Thq interests of children provide 
the main argument against too easy 
divorce, when a marriage is child- 
less the state has no interest in its 
permanence and it should be dis- 
soluble on the application of either 
party. Divorce is likely to inflict 
t sychological damage upon children 
However, at least equal damage re- 
sults from an atmosphere of hostil- 
ity in the home. Parents should 
consider the children first and de- 
cide what balance can best be 
established for their welfare, when 
unhappmess has entered in the mar- 
riage union.

PLANT INJURIES 


COST V. S. HALF 
BILLION YEARLY 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 16— (INS)— 
Injury to plants from various -dis- 
eases cost the United States on an 
average of approximately one and a 
half billion dollars annually, ac- 
cording to a statement issued by, 
the department of agriculture. 
While other nations suffer great 
losses, it is pointed out that sta- 
tistical information is lacking in 
many countries. The loss in Canada 
each year is estimated to be $75,- 
000,000 while in England it is said 
that plant disease takes an average 
of 10 per ceift of the value of its 
plant products. 
"It is estimated that the United 
States wheat crop is reduced by 
about 97,000,000 bushels a year, on 
the average, by rusts, smuts, root 
rots, and other diseases. The corn 
crop is curtailed by approximately 
271,000,000 bushels and white po- 
tatoe by about 95,000,000 bushels 
annually," the statement declares. 
The banana industiy is threaten- 


ed by a fungus which causes what 
is known as the "Panama Disease." 
The losses from this pest runs into 
millions, it is asserted. The Cacao 
industry suffers from the fungous 
disease, "Witches Broom"; the rub- 
ber plantations of British Guiana 
and suriname from the "South 
America Leaf Disease." and in Peru

government at Moscow unless he is 
returned to a position comparable 
to the one he occupied during Len- 
in's time. 


The banished communist leader 


has left his place of refuge in Tur- 
key, according to dispatches, and Is 
conferring with Georges Tchitche- 
rm, former soviet comrmsar for 
foreign affairs at Franzenbad. 


Those who have been --close to 
Trotzky during his' long and tem- 
pestuous career have long declaiec 
that the banished soviet chief 
never be content to dwell in peace- 
ful retirement. 


Joseph Stalin, the present dicta- 
tor of Russian destines, is Trotzky's 
bitterest enemy, and the man the 
latter holds solely responsible for 
his swift and sudden fall from 
power. 


Lenin warned his followers against 
placing too much trust in Stalin, 
but although they canonized their 
dead leader, the capricious Russian 
disregarded their dead leader's ad- 
vice. • 
In Trotzky's recently published 
biography, he points this out and 
denounces Stalin's successful fight 
against him as a battle against the 
'.'legacy of Lenin." 
"He is a bad man with yellow 
eyes," wrote Trotzky.. "Stalin is the 
most conspicuous mediocrity in our 
party." The hatred the present 
dictator has for him, Trotzky lays 
to lealousy and laziness. 


"He has an implacable jealousy 


for any one who knows more or 
does things better than he can He 
is riding the ebbing tide of revo- 
lution." 


Since Trotzky passed from the 
political picture, the Moscow gov- 
ernment has declared repeatedly 


ousted in 1927, the left wing in the 
communist party has been grow- 
ing m strength. AH this group 
needs, it is said, is organizing by a 
brilliant and daring leader like the 
exiled politician.
